bill:
"Notwithstanding any other 

provisions of this code, no party 
shall, be organized oru $uWifled 
to participate in any primary 
election which either directly 01 
indirectly carries on, advocates, 
teaches, justifies, aids, or abet 
the overthrow by any unlawful 
means of, or which directly or 
Indirectly carries on, -advocates, 
teaches, Justifies, aids or abets 
a program, of sabotage, force 
and violence, sedition or treason 
a&alnst, ths Government of the 
United States or of this: State.

DISQUALIFICATION OF 
COMMUNIST PARTY

"The Secretary of State shall, 
with the advice and consent of 
the Attorney General, tletermlne 
which parties are disqualified 
to participate in any primary 
election under Section ,2640.4 
The order of disqualification 
shall be made after notice ant 
hearing. In case it is proposed 
to disqualify a party which was 
qualified to participate In the 
next preceding direct primary 
notice of the time and place ol 
hearing shall be mailed to the 
chairman of the state centra 
comlttee and the chairman of 
each county central committee 

. of the party as shown by the 
records of tho Secretary 
State.
